Casey  recounted  an  incident 
in  which  flies  covered  his  boat 


from  stern  to  bow.  He  said  the 
pond  was  the  right  length  for 
rowing  competitions,  and  al- 
though races  have  been  held 
there  in  the  past,  they  have 
been  discontinued  until  the 
water  is  cleaned  up. 

Clark  reminded  residents  of 


the  CZM  grant  which  will 
afford  a study  of  the  pond's 
problems  in  one  of  a series  of 
efforts  to  unpollute  the  water. 
He  added  that  the  study  may 
find  the  type  of  tide  gate  that 
has  been  used  as  inappro- 
priate.
